

Agnew. Calls McGovern - 
‘Nb-No Bird’ bii tVogrpss 


NEW YORK, July 12 CAP) 
— Vice President i( Agnew 
said today that Sen. G^rge 
McGovern, who has clinched 
the Democratic preddential 
nomination, was a crusader 
against progress in opposing 
^ UJS. development of a super- 
^ sonic transport and space 
shuttle. / 

He characterized ‘the 
South Dakotan and ^ two 
other Democrats, S^s. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts and Edmund S. 
Muskle of Maine as “no-no 
birds.** He also criticized the 
New York Times as having a 
history of editorial opposi- 
tion to certain fli^t 
search. ^ „ 

. Kennedy's name has been 
. mentioned prominentiy 
among possible '*y running 
mates lor McGovern. Mus- 
kie was the last Democratic 
* vice presidential nominee. 

‘There is nothing new 
about crusades against prog- 
ress,’* Agnew said at a 
luncheon meeting of the 
Printing Industries of Amer- 
ica, In f convention . at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. . 
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‘., **My ;nwn research con- 
vinces me that there has 
never beei^ a significant in^ 
^provement in all of history 
that didn’t have Its Sen. 
McGoverns and Sen. Kenne- 
dys and Sen. Muskies to rid- 
icule it and fight it every 
step of the way. ‘ife. 

“If ours were an^alien so- 
ciety, these r opponents of 
progress would be the ‘no- 
no’ birds. As you know, the 
‘no-no* bird is a strange lit- 
tle creature that spends 
most-of^ its time with its 
head in the sand. And when 
it does fly, it flies backward 
because it doesn't want to 
know where It’s going; it 
Just wants to know where
